UNION     THEOLOGICAL     SEMINARY 
IN     PRINCE     EDWARD      VIRGINIA*

"Union  Theological  Seminary  originated  in 
classes  in  theological  study,  conducted  by  Moses 
Hoge,  President  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  in 
Prnce  Edward  County,  Virginia;  officially  rec- 
ognized 1 812  as  School  of  Theology  of  the  Synod 
of  Virginia  of  the  Presbyterian  Church;  in  1822 
the  Synod  transferred  the  seminary  to  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Hanover;  in  1827  the  Synod  of  Vir- 
ginia and  North  Carolina  took  the  place  of 
Hanover  Presbytery  in  governing  the  seminary 
and  to  commemorate  this  co-partnership  its  name 
was  changed  to  Union  Theological  Seminary. 
In  1898  the  seminary  was  moved  to  Rich- 
mond .  .  ." 

This  is  the  history  of  Union  Seminary  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  "in  a  nutshell."  No  "nutshell"  account  can  begin 
to  tell  the  story  of  an  event  or  of  an  institution. 

The  story  of  Union  Seminary  began  on  April  4,  1806, 
in  the  Spring  meeting  of  Hanover  Presbytery  held  at 
Briery  Church.  The  minutes  of  that  meeting  mentions 
that  the  suggestion  of  the  General  Assembly  to  establish 
libraries  and  schools  "for  the  education  of  pious  youth 
for  the  ministry"  was  acted  upon.  The  Presbytery 
planned  to  start  the  library  and  school  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College.  A  committee  was  named  to  solicit  dona- 
tions and  to  establish  the  library  and  classes  in  theology. 
The  Presbytery  also,  in  an  address  to  be  included  in  the 
minutes,  set  forth  this  idea  to  be  given  to  the  general 
public;  namely,  their  intention  of  establishnig  a  library 
and  courses  in  theology  at  Hampden-Sydney.

The  library  was  esatblished  before  the  school  but 
the  committee  apparently  functioned  well  because  the 
following  year,  1807,  Dr.  Moses  Hoge  was  chosen  and 
installed  as  President  of  Hampden-Sydnev  College  as 
well  as  Professor  of  Theology. 

Mr.  Henry  Mahler  begins  his  thesis  on  the  history  of 
the  Seminary  with  the  question  of  whether  a  seminary 
can  be  dated  from  its  inception,  from  its  date  of  recog- 
nition by  a  church  body  or  from  its  date  of  charter  by 
a  civil  government.  The  facts  and  quotations  marshalled 
by  Mr.  Mahler  present  a  strong  case  for  the  inception 
of  the  Seminary,  1807,  as  the  founding  date  of  the  Semi- 
nary. To  me,  however,  the  question  of  technical  dating 
of  the  Seminary,  although  of  great  significance  to  some 
historians,  is  lative  in  presenting  the  dramatic  story 
of  one  of  the  truly  important  institutions  of  our  civiliza- 
tion which  had  its  rather  unimpressive  beginnings  in 
Prince  Edward  County  in  the  heart  of  Virginia. 

The  date  1812,  officially  recognized  by  the  Seminary 
as  its  date  of  founding,  is  significant  because  the  Synod 
of  Virginia  formally  established  the  Seminary  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney and  took  it  under  its  care  in  that  year. 

If  the  official  date  of  the  Seminary  must  be  taken 
from  Governmental  recognition,  then  1867  must  be  as- 
signed as  the  date  of  founding.  It  was  in  the  year  1867, 
exactly  sixty  years  from  the  beginning  of  theological 
classes  under  Moses  Hoge,  that  the  Commonwealth  of 
Virginia  officially  chartered  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary. The  Virginia  General  Assembly  had  repeatedly  re- 
fused to  grant  a  charter  to  the  Seminary  on  the  grounds 
that  it  would  be  unconstitutional.  The  legislature  felt 
that  it  would  he  violating  separation  of  church  and  state, 
although  the   Seminary  was  an   educational   institution. 

None  of  this  evidence  is  conclusive  and  it  is  only 
revelant  here  in  telling  the  history  of  the  Seminary. 
Of  great  importance,  however,  is  the  fact  that  Moses 
Hoge  did  found  the  Seminary  and  directed  its  course 
for  the  first  formative  years.  Francis  R.  Flournoy  calls 
Moses  Hoge  "the  scholastic  founder  of  Union  Seminary." 
According  to  the  Union  Seminary  Review  of  August, 
1946,  Moses  Hoge  is  one  of  the  four  men  who  have 
figured  most  prominently  in  the  upbuilding  of  the 
Seminary.  The  other  three  are  John  Holt  Rice,  Benjamin 
Mosby  Smith,   and  Walter  W.  Moore. 

"Or.  Hoge's  ideal  for  the  Seminary,  one 
which  it  has  cherished  through  the  years,  is  set 
forth  in  a  report  adopted  by  the  Synod  of  Vir- 
ginia in   1816. 

"  'As  our  theo'ogical  seminary  is  not  intended 
exclusively  for  the  advantage  of  any  denomi- 
nation, it  seems  hardly  necessary  to  observe 
that  party  zeal,  instead  of  being  fostered  and 
promoted,  is  to  be  proscribed  and  banished  from 
all  its  offices;  that  the  students  are  to  be  taught 
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between  the  essentials  of  the  Christian  religion, 
respecting  which  the  Protestant  Churches  are  so 
generally  agreed,  and  the  circumstantials,  about 
which  there  have  been  so  manv  worse  than 
fruitless  debates  and  that  instead  of  kindling 
wherever  they  go  the  wide  wasting  flames  of 
religious  controversy  it  should  be  earnestly  rec- 
ommended to  them  to  keep,  and  that  with  all 
denominations  as  far  as  a  proper  regard  for 
the  faith,  once  delivered  to  the  saints  will  per- 
mit, the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of 
peace.'  " 


This   ideal   of   Dr.    Hoge   for  the   Seminary  is  a   fine 
tribute  to  the  Christian  educator  who  began  classes  in 


theology  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  is  recognized  as  the 
scholastic  founder  of   Union  Seminary. 

After  the  death  of  Moses  Hoge  in  1820,  theological 
instruction  was  suspended  for  four  years.  In  1824,  Dr. 
John  Holt  Rice  was  asked  by  the  Presbytery  of  Hanover 
to  leave  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Richmond  and 
develop  an  independent  theological  institution  along- 
side the  college.  Although  Moses  Hoge  was  the  scho- 
lastic founder  of  Union  Seminary,  John  Holt  is  recog- 
nized as  the  first  founder  of  Union  Theological  Seminary. 
Rice's  connection  with  and  interest  in  the  Seminary 
started  possibly  a  few  months  before  Moses  Hoge.  On 
April  30,  iSofi,  the  Presbytery  of  Hanover  appointed 
a  committee  to  solicit  funds  and  interest  for  the  proposed 
seminary.  John  Holt  Rice,  as  minister  of  First  Church, 
Richmond,  was  apponited  as  a  special  agent  to  solicit 
books  and   money  for   the  project. 

In  1824,  Dr.  Rice  began  his  administration  of  the 
Seminary  with  one  college  building  loaned  by  Jonathan 
P.  Cushing,  President  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  and 
three  students.  The  remaining  seven  years  of  Dr.  Rice's 
life,  he  obtained  a  library;  a  building  for  lecture  rooms, 
chapels,  and  dormitories;  and  two  residences.  Also  he 
enlarged  the  faculty  to  three  instructors  and  the  student 
enrollment  to  forty.  A  goodly  endowment  came  from 
the  North — Daniel  Webster  being  one  of  the  contributors, 
and  he  obtained  the  unanimous  support  of  the  Synods 
of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina. 

The  building  housing  chapel,  classes  and  dormitories 
was  named  Rice  Foundation  for  the  founder  of  the 
Seminary.  The  structure  stands  today — with  improve- 
ments— as  Venable  Hall  of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 
The  two  residences  were  favorable  gifts  of  the  people 
of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  and  are  now  the  two 
faculty  homes  on  either  side  of  Venable  Hall.  Under 
Dr.  Rice's  administration  the  name  of  the  Seminary  was 


changed  to  Union  Theological  Seminary  commemorat- 
ing the  merger  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina  as  the  governing  bodies  behind  the  Seminary. 

Following  the  death  of  John  Holt  Rice  the  Seminary 
entered  on  a  period  which  was  to  alter  its  course  in 
policy  and  in  usefulness  for  many  years.  The  philosophy 
(not  theology)  of  the  Seminary  today  is  a  product  of  this 
period.  To  see  the  picture  of  this  period  it  is  necessary 
to  fix  some  attention  on  Dr.  Rice's  successor  Dr.  George 
Addison  Baxter.  He  was  born  in  Rockingham  County, 
Virginia,  on  July  22,  1771,  of  Scotch-Irish  immigrant 
parents  who  settled  among  the  Mossy  Creek  congrega- 
tion in  the  Valley.  He  was  a  well  known  figure  in  Vir- 
ginia Presbyterianism.  In  1798  Baxter  became  professor 
of  Mathematics  at  Liberty  Hall.  In  1799,  on  the  death 
of  William  Graham,  the  President  of  Liberty  Hall, 
George  A.  Baxter  was  made  President  of  the  institution 
which  had  changed  its  name  to  Washington  Academy 
in  honor  of  George  Washington's  donation  of  a  hundred 
shares  of  James  River  Canal  stock.  He  continued  to  teach 
mathematics  and  took  on  Moral  Philosophy  as  well  as 
other  subjects  from  time  to  time. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  as  President  of  Washington 
College  (now  Washington-Lee  University)  and  teacher, 
he  was  pastor  to  the  New  Monmouth  and  Lexington 
Prsehytcrian  Churches.  In  1829  he  resigned  the  office  of 
President  of  Washington  College  and  devoted  himself 
to  his  pastorates  until  the  fall  of  1831  when  he  was  called 
to  become  Professor  of  Theology  in  the  Seminary.  The 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  met  first  and  recommended  him 
as  professor  and  the  Synod  of  Virginia  concurred  in 
supporting  him  a  short  time  later. 

The  man  who  succeeded  Dr.  Rice  was  a  less  able  ad- 
ministrator because  of  his  lack  of  practicality  in  getting 
things  done.  He  had  neither  the  broad  contacts  nor  the 
ability  to  mediate  which  Dr.  Rice  possessed.  Dr.  Baxter 
was  inclined  to  be  more  partisan  in  theological  disputes. 
He  was  probably  a  superior  theologian  to  Rice,  although 
not  as  widely  read.  On  the  occasion  of  Dr.  Baxter's 
inaugural  as  professor  on  April  n,  1832,  two  contempo- 
rary but  opposing  views  of  the  church  were  presented. 
Dr.  Baxter's  inaugural  address  presented  the  conserva- 
tive fundamental  view  and  William  Hill,  who  delivered 
the  charge,  reflected  a  liberal  progressive  view. 

Mr.  Mahler  refers  to  this  occasion  as  significant  in 
that  it  reflected  the  two  opposing  views  which,  in  a  few 
years,   were  to   rend   the   Presbyterian   Church   asunder. 

Despite  the  storms  of  controversy  between  North  and 
South,  progressive  and  fundamentalist;  the  Seminary 
stood  then  and  stands  today  as  a  bulwark  of  Christian 
instruction  and  leadership.  However,  as  a  result  of  the 
opposing  views,  not  the  dispute  between  Dr.  Baxter  and 
Dr.  Hill,  there  started  a  decline  in  enrollment  which 
became   increasingly    noticable    and    close   to    alarming. 

The  decline  of  the  fortunes  of  the  Seminary  during 
Dr.  Baxter's  administration  was  due  partly  to  the  fact 
that  the  universally  popular  Dr.  Rice  was  no  longer  at 
the  helm,  partly  because  of  the  disturbed  state  of  the 
church,  and  partly  because  of  the  effects  of  an  industrial 
depression. 


The  split  over  "New"  and  "Old"  School  Presby- 
terianism over-shadowed  the  Seminary.  Differences  of 
opinion  between  the  professors  of  the  Seminary  caused 
a  split  of  the  student  body  into  factions;  each  supporting 
one  side  or  the  other.  Further  difficulties  arose  over 
factions  following  differing  professors  within  the  two 
larger  factions. 

The  finances  were  sadly  depleted  because  of  a  lack 
of  interest  in  the  churches  and  also  by  the  split  between 
"New  School"  and  "Old  School"  Presbyterians.  It  is 
easy  to  see  that  an  agent — Dr.  Baxter  or  some  of  the 
other  professors — would  feel  reluctant  about  collecting 
and  soliciting  donations  from  a  supporter  of  the  "New 
School"  faction.  Prominent  in  some  people's  thinking 
at  the  time  were  the  possibilities  resulting  from  the  split. 
Would  the  funds  and  securities  be  safe  if  the  church 
split?  In  1837.  Dr.  Baxter  went  to  the  "Old  School" 
convention  in  Philadelphia.  He  was  elected  moderator. 
This  position  made  him  the  embodiment  of  "Old  School" 
Presbyterianism  in  Virginia  and  it  is  this  faction  with 
which  Dr.  Baxter  allied  himself  that  altered  the  course 
of  the  Seminary  and  determined  that  the  present  policies 
of  the  Seminary  would  be  of  the  nature  they  are. 

The  beginnings  of  sectionalism  are  felt  by  some  to  have 
started  with  the  division  of  "Old  School"  and  "New 
School"  Presbyterians.  The  Seminary  in  Virginia  re- 
ceived "Old  School"  Southerners  for  the  most  part.  Al- 
though there  were  "Old  School"  adherents  in  the  North 
thev  did  not  readily  seek  out  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary. After  1838  the  Seminary  became  practically  a 
Virginia  and  North  Carolina  seminary  with  no  profes- 
sors outside  the  South. 

Dr.  George  Addison  Baxter  died  on  April  23,  1 841. 
His  administration  was  executed  under  difficult  cir- 
cumstances and  in  trying  times.  His  death  revived  the 
project  of  a  Seminary  graveyard  in  which  would  lie  the 
remains  of  John  Holt  Rice  and  George  Addison  Baxter. 
In  1845,  Dr.  Graham  gave  some  land  for  the  burial 
ground  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  remove  Dr. 
Baxter's  remains  to  the  Seminary  Graveyard  and  to 
erect  a  monument. 

Immediately  upon  the  death  of  Dr.  Baxter,  the  Board 
unanimously  elected  S.  B.  Wilson,  D.D.,  as  Professor  of 
Theology.  Samuel  Wilson  was  destined  to  assume  the 
leadership  of  the  Seminary  for  many  years  and  he  filled 
the  Chair  of  Theology  for  twenty-eight  years. 

Dr.  Wilson  was  a  pious  Christian  with  a  distinguished 
appearance  but  his  preaching  was  "grave"  and  lacked 
fire.  Just  a  few  days  after  his  resignation  had  been 
acted  upon  by  the  Board,  on  October  29,  1851,  he  died. 

In  October  of  1853,  Robert  Lewis  Dabney  was  elected 
to  Professor  of  Theology.  He  was  descended  from 
Huguenot  stock  (d'Aubigne)  which  came  to  America 
through  England.  He  was  born  on  March  5,  1820,  and 
was  raised  on  a  farm  on  Cub  Creek  near  Louisa  Court 
House.  He  entered  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  1836 
as  a  Sophomore  but  left  shortly  after  his  father's  death, 
in  1837,  in  order  to  teach.  He  entered  the  University 
of  Virginia  in  December  of  1839  and  received  his  M.A. 
Degree  after  three  sessions.  Dabney  was  a  student  in  the 
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Seminary  from   18+4  to   1846   and   his  scholastic   record 
was  outstanding. 

His   comment   after  preaching  his   first   sermon   is   in- 
dicative of  what  his  future  sermons  were  to  be  like. 

"I  am  convinced  by  mv  first  trial  that  I 
can  never  read  sermons  to  my  people  in  any 
comfort.  Extempore  preachnig  is  the  thing  for 
me.  I  could  notice  the  difference  plainlv  be- 
tween the  paragraphs  I  threw  in,  although  not 
expressed  with  half  as  much  propriety  of  lan- 
guage as  that  which  was  on  the  paper.  It  is 
much  more  important  that  sinners  should  be 
excited  to  listen  to  the  truth  than  that  I  should 
have  the  reputation  of  a  prettv  writer." 

The   1855   catalogue  is  a   reminder  of  the  opening  of 
a    period    in    the   life    of    the    Seminarv    which    Henrj 
Mahler   calls    "Better   Times"    1814-1860.    In    1854    the 
enrollment  boomed  from  eleven  to  twenty-three  students. 
Several  interesting  quotations  from  the  Seminarv  Cata- 
logue of   this   period   are   indicative   of   "Better   Times" 
and  of  a  flowering  of  the  fortunes  of  the  Seminarv. 
"Students   of    the    Seminary    are    allowed    to 
attend    instructions  of  any  of  the  professors  at 
Hampden- Sydney  College — grati-." 

"There  is  no  charge  for  tuition  and  rooms  are 
provided  in  the  Seminary  buildings  comfort- 
ablv   furnished,   without   anv   rent." 

"The  sessional  tax,   to  defrav  contingent  ex- 
penses of  public  rooms  is  $5.  Wood  is  $2-$2.25 
a  cord;  and  washing  is  75C-$i  a  month.  Board 
will    be   reduced   by  an   arrangement  with   the 
Directors  of  the  Seminary  to  $10  or  $9  a  month." 
Following  hard  on  the  heels  of  "Better  Times"  came 
the    Civil    War.    Hampden-Sydney    formed    a   companv 
which    on    being   sent    to    northwestern    Virginia    (now- 
West   Virginia)    was   captured   at   Rich   Mountain    and 
released  on  parole  upon  conditions  that  they  would  not 
re-enter  the  army. 

Morrison  Smith,  the  eldest  son  of  Benjamin  Mosby 
Smith  (at  the  time  a  professor  of  the  Seminary)  was  a 
member  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Company  and  upon 
the  expiration  of  the  parole  period  he  re-entered  the 
army.  Many  of  his  Hampden-Sydney  classmates  also 
re-entered  the  Southern  forces.  In  1862  the  Confederate 
government  made  an  urgent  call  for  more  troops.  All 
but  four  Seminary  students  left  to  join  the  army.  The 
four  were  still  on  parole  from  the  Hampden-Sydney 
bovs.  Because  there  were  few-  students  in  attendance, 
some  members  of  the  faculty  requested  to  be  used  in 
missionary  work. 

The  Civil  War  brought  many  hardships  upon  the 
Seminary  both  during  the  war  years  and  after  the  war. 
Seminary  professors  "Shared  the  economic  distress  so 
genera]  among  the  Southern  people."  Their  salaries, 
although  maintained  and  even  increased  in  nominal 
value,  were  rendered  inadequate  by  the  depreciation  of 
Confederate  currency  and  inflation.  At  one  point  toward 
the  end  of  the  war  their  salaries  were  not  even  paid. 
After  Lee's  retreat  to  Appomattox,  the  village  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney was  filled  with  I'nion  Soldiers.  The  Semi- 
nary survived  the  turmoil  and  devastation  with  rela- 
tivelv    few    lasting   effects. 

According  to  tradition  the  Union  Army  broke  into 
College  Church  hy  the  front  door — which  door  stands 
today — with  the  intention  of  having  devotions  and  pro- 
viding shelter  for  the  wounded.  Tradition,  however, 
is  skeptical  of  the  Yankee's  "good  intentions."  They  left 
a  note  on  the  Communion  table  to  the  effect  that  thev  came 


to   Pray.   The   disappearance  of   the   silver   Communion 
service  might  be   attributed   to  Prey. 

The  Civil  War  left  the  Seminary  with  no  endow- 
ment, as  the  money  had  been  invested  in  Confederate 
stocks  and  bonds.  About  $90,000  was  contributed  after 
the  war  by  Northern  benefactors.  Mr.  Cyrus  H.  Mc- 
Cormick  and  Mr.  Henry  Young  each  gave  $30,000  to  the 
Seminary.  About  Mr.  Young,  the  donor  of  one  of  the 
largest  gifts  contributed  during  the  Reconstruction  vear\ 
little  is  known.  However,  we  know  that  he  was  made  a 
director  of  the  Brooklyn  City  Library  in  1839  and  that 
according  to  the  only  published  account  of  his  life 

"By  honorable  dealing,  he  has  become  a  mil- 
lionaire, and  that  without  leaving  the  spot  in 
Maiden  Lane  where  he  began  doing  business." 

Another  benefactor  of  the  Seminary  was  Mrs.  Harmon 
Brown  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  At  the  close  of  the  war, 
in  late  June  of  1869,  she 

"Came  on  bringing  $100  in  monev  to  each  of 
the  professors  and  cloth  and  clothing  for  their 
families." 

It  seems  that  she  was  representing  a  group  of  Balti- 
more people  who  were  interested  in  the  Southern  Pres- 
byterian Church  and  especially  I'nion  Seminary.  She 
contributed  in  1866  the  sum  of  $10,000  to  the  Seminary 
which   gift  followed  hard  on  a  substantial   donation  in 

1865  to  the  Emergency  Fund  which  Dr.  Smith,  the  agent 
for  the  Seminary,  had  set  up. 

We  have  mentional  Benjamin  Mosby  Smith  several 
times  as  being  one  of  the  four  great  men  connected  with 
the  history  of  Union  Theological  Seminary.  Dr.  Smith 
was  the  agent  responsible  for  contracting  these  fabulous 
gifts  which  amounted  to  $90,000.  Throughout  his  useful 
administration  he  solicited  well  over  $100,000  for  the 
Seminary. 

For  all  purposes  we  may  say  that  the  Seminary  col- 
lapsed after  the  war,  and  that  only  through  the  faith 
of  men  and  women  within  the  Presbyterian  Church — 
North  and  South — and  the  untiring  efforts  of  one  man 
was  the  Seminary  revived.  The  one  man,  Benjamin 
Mosby  Smith,  was  recently  referred  to  by  President 
Benjamin  Rice  Lacy  Jr.  of  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Virginia,  as  the  man  who  "saved  Union 
Seminary  in  her  hour  of  desperate  need." 

Beside  the  singular  feat  of  saving  the  Seminary,  Dr. 
Smith  must  be  credited  largely  with  the  establishment 
and  building  of  the  Brown  Library.  This  structure  still 
stands  on  the  original  site  and  except  for  alterations 
after  the  fire  of  recent  years  it  is  essentially  unchanged. 
The  gift  of  $10,000  which    Mrs.   Brown  contributed    in 

1866  by  wise  investment  and  the  accumulation  of  in- 
terest had  increased  to  $18,000.  On  September  1,  1879 
the  cornerstone  of  the  Brown  Library  was  laid  and 
Dr.  Smith  delivered  the  principal  address. 

Dr.  Smith's  health  began  to  fail  at  the  age  of  sixty. 
In  July  of  1 871  he  wrote  several  memoranda  to  his  wife, 
giving  her  good  counsel  and  hope  in  the  event  of  his 
death.  This  apprenhension  of  approaching  death  proved 
groundless  as  his  useful   life    and  service  to  the   Semi- 


nary  and  to  Christianity  were  prolonged  until  his  eighty- 
second  year.  Even  in  1889  he  was  serving  as  librarian. 
In  this  capacity  he  spent  several  hours  each  day  cata- 
loguing new  books  and  binding  old  ones.  The  loss  of 
books  so  disturbed  him  that  he  devised  methods  for 
cutting  down  on  the  number  of  misplaced  and  lost 
books.  The  account  of  his  death  is  a  most  fitting  tribute 
to  Benjamin  Mosby  Smith,  the  man  who  "saved  Union 
Seminary  in  her  hour  of  desperate  need." 

He  was  buried  in  the  Seminary  graveyard  on  "Via 
Sacra"   in   Hampden-Sydney,   Virginia. 

After  Dr.  Smith's  death  the  fourth  outstanding  man 
of  the  Seminary,  Walter  W.  Moore,  took  upon  his 
shoulders  the  task  of  running  the  Seminary.  Dr.  Robert 
1..  Dabney  had  alreadv  resigned  his  chair  of  Systematic 
Theology  and  gone  to  the  University  of  Texas  in  1883 
when  Dr.  Moore  first  came  to  the  Seminary.  Under  Dr. 
Smith,  Walter  Moore  had  begun  his  teaching  as  assist- 
ant professor. 

"It  became  evident  at  once  that  he  was  an 
effective  teacher  and  destined  to  be  a  very  great 
teacher.  He  came  in  the  course  of  a  few  years 
to  be  one  of  the  greatest  teachers  of  modern 
times  of  the  Hebrew  language,  investing  a 
study  usually  esteemed  dry  with  positive 
charm." 

In  1893  Dr.  Moore  took  the  responsibility  of  admin- 
istrating the  Seminary  as  well  as  conducting  his  courses 
of  Hebrew.  When  he  arrived  at  the  Seminary  he  dis- 
covered several  grim  facts.  First,  the  faculty  was  with- 
out exception  tottering  on  the  edge  of  the  grave.  Second, 
the  physical  plant  of  the  Seminary  and  the  finances  were 
desperately  inadequate  to  attract  the  ministers  and  men 
which  it  wanted.  Through  Dr.  Moore's  efforts  the  Board 
of  Directors  purchased  a  tract  of  land  in  the  Ginter  Park 
section  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  where,  in  1898,  the  Semi- 
nary was  permanently  removed. 

Although  Dr.  Moore's  reasons  for  moving  the  Semi- 
nary to  Richmond  were  the  best,  there  were  some  people 
who   feared   that   the   students   would    fall    prey    to   the 


temptations  of  the  big  city.  Dr.  Moore  foresaw  the  need 
of  the  advantages  of  the  city  and  recognized  the  need 
for  a  more  modern  plant  and  independent  facilities. 
There  were  others  who  felt  that  ministerial  candidates 
with  anything  better  than  a  cold  tub  on  the  floor  of  a 
tire  place — heated  room  would  be  out  of  place.  However, 
the  excellent  qualities  of  Dr.  Moore's  leadership  pre- 
vented the  students  from  being  corrupted  and  they  soon 
became  accustomed  to  taking  life  with  a  few  more 
worldly  comforts  such  as  hot-water  baths,  etc. 

Some  interesting  statistics  will  illustrate  Dr.  Moore's 
administrative  genius.  When  he  arrived  at  Unoin  Semi- 
nary in  Hampden-Sydney  he  found: 

1.  Six  buildings  and  grounds  valued  at  $80,000,  but 
sold  on  removal  for  a  smaller  amount. 

2.  Four  professors  offering  one  course  of  study. 

3.  Forty-eight  students  coming  from  ten  states  and 
eighteen  educational   institutions. 

4.  A  productive  endowment  of  $252,595  yielding  an 
annual   income  of  approximately  $15,155. 

As  he  left  it,  in  Ginter  Park  the  Seminary  was  com- 
prised  of: 

1.  F.ighteen  buildings  and  grounds  conservatively 
valued  at  $1,260,000. 

2.  Nine  professors  offering  five  courses  of  study. 

3.  One  hundred  fifty-eight  students  coming  from 
twenty-six  states  and  countries  and  fifty-seven  educa- 
tional institutions. 

4.  A  large  productive  endowment  of  $1,218,672  yield- 
ing an  annual  income  of  approximately  $56,408. 

Walter  W.  Moore  was  elected  the  First  President  of 
Union  Theological  Seminarv  on  May  10,  1904. 

"His  special  qualifications  for  that  office  had  been  dem- 
onstrated beyond  all  possibility  of  doubt  by  the  manner 
in  which  he  had  assumed  the  leadership  thrust  upon 
him  in  the  crisis  of  moving  the  Seminarv  from  Hamp- 
den-Sydney to  its  present  site.  No  more  delicate  and 
difficult  task  ever  confronted  an  executive ;  but  Dr. 
Moore  handled  it  with  such  unerring  judgment,  such 
Christian  courtesy  and  such  consummate  skill  that,  as 
one  who  opposed  his  efforts  wrote  in  later  years,  'no 
scars  were  made  that  could  not  be  healed.'  And  it  would 
take  a  microscope  of  huge  dimensions  to  find  any  scars 
remaining  today."

SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 


Four  years  ago  approximately  one  hundred 
young  men,  for  the  most  part  unknown  to  each 
other,  found  that  their  paths  met  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  and  that  they  were  to  be  the 
Class  of  1955.  Now  that  the  members  of  this 
class  are  about  to  go  their  separate  ways,  they 
might  be  expected  to  think  occasionally  about 
the  difference  these  years  have  made.  Actually 
these  occasions  are  few  during  a  busy  Spring,  but 
one  of  them  will  surely  be  the  signing  of  the 
pledge  to  the  last  exam.  Even  this  symbolic 
moment  will  soon  be  forgotten  in  the  haste  to 
get  home,  for  the  traditional  "mixed  emotions" 
of  graduation  will  consist  mostly  of  relief  for  at 
least  a  month  or  two. 

The  Hampden-Sydney  Student  Body  formed 
the  first  representative  sample  of  the  world  that

So  we  leave  Hampden-Sydney  with  a  bit  of  a 
"liberal  arts  education"  and,  probably  more  im- 
portant, some  vague  idea  of  why  we  were  given 
a  liberal  arts  education.  And  because  it  is  here 
that  we  have  spent  some  of  our  most  memorable 
years,  we  shall  never  entirely  forget  this  place.

FOOTBALL,  1954 

The  1954  Football  Season  was  supposed  to  be  one  of  the  best  in 
the  history  of  the  school.  Many  of  the  stars  from  last  year's  Confer- 
ence Champions  returned  to  the  Hill  for  early  practice  in  Septem- 
ber, and  hopes  were  very  high.  But  the  Tigers  had  to  pick  the  Uni- 
versity of  Richmond  for  the  opening  game,  and  things  looked  very 
dim  for  a  while.  Richmond  outclassed  us  in  the  Tobacco  Bowl  and

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we  came  out  on  the  short  end  of  a  40-0  score.  Early  season  jitters 
and  inexperience  played  a  hand  in  the  defeat,  but  it  was  obvious  to 
the  thousands  in  the  stands  that  H-S  had  been  terribly  overmatched. 

Back  in  their  own  conference  the  next  week,  the  Tigers  still 
seemed  to  be  suffering  the  effects  of  the  Richmond  debacle  and  were 
soundly  thrashed  by  Emory  and  Henry,  to  the  amazement  of  the 
large  Homecoming  crowd  at  Death  Valley.  The  final  score  was  20-6. 
We  did  show  a  few  bright  spots  in  the  punting  of  LeHew  and  the 
bull-like  rushes  of  Fullback  Cabell  Rives  who  averaged  5.8  yards  per 
carry. 

The  following  week  at  Johns  Hopkins  saw  the  Tigers  lose  a  heart- 
breaker,  14-13.  This  was  their  best  game  to  date,  but  a  fumble  and 
a  missed  conversion  proved  to  be  their  undoing.  Jack  Einreinhofer 
ran  like  a  wild  horse  and  scored  for  the  Tigeis.  Ron  Henry  and 
Tom  Glascock  showed  up  well  at  the  ends. 

Right  here  was  the  turning  point  of  the  season,  and  the  Tigers 
were  not  to  taste  bitter  defeat  again  for  the  remainder  of  the  season. 
They  took  Sewanee  in  tow,  14-0,  with  Rives  doing  all  the  scoring, 
and  the  following  week  they  mauled  Bridgewater,  21-7.  In  both  these 
games  the  boys  played  heads  up  ball  and  seemed  to  be  justifying 
their  pre-season  notices. 

The  next  week  was  the  Big  One,  the  battle  with  Randolph-Macon 
for  the  Mason-Dixon  Conference  Title.  R-M  was  a  slight  favorite, 
but  they  were  completely  stingless  as  the  Tigers  clawed  them,  23-0, 
before  3,000  jubilant  fans  at  Death  Valley.  Rives,  LeHew,  Henry,

Guilford  in  what  proved  to  be  the  Mud  Pie  Bowl.  The  field  was 
much  too  sloppy  for  either  team  to  maintain  a  drive,  and  both  teams 
needed  a  break  to  win.  The  Tigers  got  that  break  when  hustling 
John  Tigmo  pounced  on  a  Quaker  fumble  on  the  Guilford  21-yard 
line  late  in  the  fourth  quarter.  In  three  plays  the  Tigers  drove  to  the 
12,  and  on  fourth  down,  Co-Captain  "Toe"  Rives  place-kicked  the 
ball  squarely  through  the  uprights  for  the  winning  three  points. 

Up  to  now,  not  a  word  has  been  said  about  Co-Captain  Stokeley 
Fulton.  It  is  very  hard  to  do  Stokeley  justice  in  so  small  a  space.  All 
we  can  say  is  that  he  looked  great  even  in  the  Richmond  game,  mak- 
ing tackles  all  over  the  field.  He  has  been  an  outstanding  ball  player 
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at  H-S  for  four  years,  and  his  career  reached  its  zenith  at  the  close  of 
this  season  when  he  was  named  center  on  the  first  string  Little  All-
